Subject: Standard Operating Procedure to process applications for grant of Mining Lease where Prospecting has been 

completed through Prospecting Licence under Section I0A (2) (b) of MMDR Act,1957-reg. 

Read: (1) MMDR (amendment) Act, 2015 dated 27.03.2015. 

(2) Proposal of the Commissioner, Department of Mines and Geology dated 25.02.2016 

(3) Proposal of the Commissioner, Department of Mines arid Geology dated 23.02.2016 

Preamble: 

The Government of India has amended the Mines and Minerals (Development and Regulation) Act, 1957 and published in the 
Official Gazette the Mines and Minerals (Development and Regulation) Amendment Act, 2015 on 27.03.2015 w.e.f. 12.01.2015 read at 
(I) above. 

Vide this amendment, as per Section 10A (2) (b) : 

"where before the commencement of the Mines and Minerals (Development and Regulation) Amendment Act, 2015 a reconnaissance 
permit or prospecting licence has been granted in respect of any land for any mineral, the permit holder or the licensee shall have a right 
for obtaining a prospecting licence followed by a mining lease as the case may be, in respect of that mineral in that land, if the State 
Government is satisfied that the permit holder or the licensee, as the case may be,- 

(i) has undertaken reconnaissance operations or prospecting , operations, as the case may be, to establish the existence of 
mineral contents in such land in accordance with such parameters as may be prescribed by the Central Government: 

(ii) has not committed any breach of the terms and conditions of the reconnaissance permit or the prospecting licence: 

(iii) has not become ineligible under the provisions of this Act; and . 

(iv) has not failed to apply for grant of prospecting licence or mining lease, as the case may be, within a period of three months 
after the expiry of reconnaissance permit or prospecting licence, as the case may be, or within such further period not exceeding 
six months as may be extended by the State Government." 

There is no Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) to process the application for grant of mining lease (ML) wherein the 
applicants have completed the prospecting through the prospecting licence (PL). Such application has to be considered under Section 
I0A (2) (b) of the Act. A SOP needs to be prescribed in the form of checklist and procedures to be followed. 

The Commissioner, Department of Mines and Geology has sent a proposal Read at (2) and (3) above, including a check list for 
SOP to process seamless transfer of PL to ML cases. Thereafter, the Principal Secretary, Commerce and Industries held several 
meetings to finalise the SOP to be issued for the cases where the applicants have applied for grant of mining lease after completing 
prospecting under Prospecting Licence (PL). 

After consideration of the fact that there is no Standard Operating Procedure for processing seamless transfer of applications 
from PL to ML and based on discussions held with the Commissioner, Department of Mines and Geology along with his Officers, the 
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Government issues the following Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) for building up and scrutiny of the proposals that need to be 
considered under Section 10 A (2) (b) of the MMDR Act, 1957. 

Hence, the following order: 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO. Cl 30 CMC 2015, BENGALURU, DATED: 25.05.2016 

The matter has been examined in the light of above mentioned facts and circumstances as detailed in the preamble and 
following standard operating procedure (SOP) is laid down along with attached checklist for consideration of proposals under 
Section 10 A (2) (b) of the MMDR Act, 1957. 

1. Building up of the proposal in file with necessary documents shall be the. responsibility of the Mining Lease Section of the 
Department of Mines and Geology. 

2. After that, for proper scrutiny at all levels the checklist attached to the Government Order shall be prepared, duly filled and 
followed at every level. 

3. Part I of the checklist shall be duly filled up by the Mining lease section of the Department of Mines and Geology along with 
cross reference of necessary papers and documents in the file, as well with cross reference to other parts of the checklist, 
wherever necessary. 

4. Part-ll of the checklist shall be duly verified by the Drawing Branch of the Department of Mines and Geology with respect to 
the status of the applied area. 

5. Part III A of the checklist shall be verified by the Indian Bureau of Mines (IBM) under various provisions of the Mineral 
Conservation and Development Rules, 1988, (MCDR,1988). The Mineral (Evidence of Mineral Contents) Rules, 2015 and the 
Government of India guidelines issued on 24.06.2009 and 30.10.2014 as well as with respect to the additional conditions, if 
any, imposed by the Central or the State Government. 

6 . A technical scrutiny of the report of IBM as well as reports submitted by the PL holder to the State Government shall be done 
by the Senior Geologist of the ML Section as well as the Geologist (P & M) who looks after the exploration. They will fill up 
Part IIIB of the checklist. 

7. A Scrutiny Committee of the Department of Mines and Geology comprising of Geologist (P & M), Senior Geologist (MLS) and 
Senior Geologist (P&M) will verify the compliance under Section 10A(2)(b) of MMDR Act, 2015 and the comments shall be 
recorded in part IV of the check list. 

8 . All the aspects of part I to IV will be appraised by an Appraisal Committee comprising of Senior Geologist (P&M), Deputy 
Director (R&D) and Additional Director (Minerals) and their findings will be recorded in Part V of the checklist. 

9. In the part VI of the check list the Director/Commissioner, Department of Mines and Geology shall then based on examination 
of checklist and recommendation of the Appraisal Committee and examination of necessary papers and document in the file, 
finally record his opinion on whether the application is eligible for grant of Mining Lease under Section 10A(2)(b) of MMDR 
Act, 1957. 

10. All due diligence including examination of all papers and documents and then filling up of checklist must be completed in the 
Department of Mines and Geology before the proposal is sent to the Government. 

11. Each page of the checklist must be signed by the concerned who are supposed to fill the checklist as indicated in this 
Government Order. Also, on each page of the checklist the AML File No and name of the applicant must be mentioned. 

12. Government will examine the recommendation of the Appraisal Committee and that of the Director/Commissioner, 
Department of Mines and Geology and proceed to take decision in the matter in accordance with law with regards to eligibility 
of the applicant for being considered under Section 10 A (2) (b) of MMDR Act, 1957. 

13. All provisions of Rule 7 of the Mineral (other than Atomic and Hydrocarbons Energy Minerals) Concession Rule, 2016 shall 
also be complied with for grant of Mining Lease.
